HE CREDENTIALS OF THE SECOND 
"PLACE EMBASSY. | — 


. Pe eRe eked 
After the return of the second peace 
embassy to Shanghai a letter was published 
here, purporting to be one addressed by the 
@binese Ambussadors to the Plenipoten- 
aries of the Emperor of Japan, after 
egotiations had been broken.off. |The cor- 
espondence which passed between the two 
arties had been officially published in 
apan, but the letter in question was not. 
neluded, and for a very good peaaolis ne now 
“appears, namely, that acceptance of it was 
refused. The letter affirmed the. sufficiency 
of the powers of the Chinese negotiators 
| and in diplomatic language . protested 
against the treatment meted out/to them. 
From the manner in which this letter was 
published at Shanghai it might have been in- 
erred that it was duly received by the Japa- 
nese representatives and had been -purposely 
and improperly omitted from the officially pub- 
ished correspondence. The real circumstances 
_&re set out in the Japan Mail as follows :— 
‘The’ conference held at Hirdshima came 
* definitely to an end on February 2nd. The 
Japanese Plenipotentiaries, haying ex- 
plained that the insufficiency of the powers 
‘carried by the Chinese made it impossible 
to discuss terms of peace with them,: then 
"made this formal declaration :—‘ Under 
‘these circumstances 1t only remains for 
“the Plenipotentiaries of His Majesty the 
. §* Emperor of Japan to declare tht present 
“€ negotiation at un end.’ Thus the negotia- 
‘tion was formally concluded and all fur- 
' ther intercbange of communications became 
impossible. Nevertheless, on the 8rd. of 
* # February—that is to say, on the day after 
# official termination of the negotiations—the. 
Chinese Envoys addressed to the| Japanese 
Plenipotentiaries the despatch reproduced 
above. It was immediately returned: with 
fan explanation that the negotiation having 
‘ been publicly and finally closed | owing to 
‘the incapacity of the Chinese Einvoys no 
"communication could be received she them. 
' Obviously the Japanese. Plenipofentiarics, 
** having found that the Chinese Envoys were 
not properly accredited, and having,.on that 
ground, refused to confer with them, were 
* effectually precluded from rere ne their 
‘despatches. Yet the Chinese Envoys have 
* published the despatch: thus refurned to 
‘them ; have:pretended tKat it formed part of 
* the official correspondence; have) made no 
‘allusion whatever to the fact ‘of ay imme- 
‘diate return,|and have inferentially accused 
*the Japanese Governmert of repressing 
[fit with intent to mislead the public. 
* We presume that the only comment neces- 
sary is, these are Chinese methods.” 
|| Our contemporary, however,. goes on to 
discuss the despatch and refutes by inter- 
sting historical evidence the statement 
‘that the commission submitted by Crane and 
SHAO Was or gf Ch form to those with which

It appears 
that in the peace negotiations with Great

AN OUTRAGE BY LEKIN OFFIUVIALS

It is impossible tp read without a seuse of 
indignation the petition ef Mr. DapasByor 
Sorassge Furraxra, which will be found in. 
ancther column. It appears that on two 
occasions in thd year 1885 Mr. Furraria 
was subjected by the Lekin Authorities at 
Canton to illegal seizures of opium which 
was at the time being conveydd from the 
Custom House, after payment of duty, to his 
own hong. The Rqizures were, in fact, no- 
thing better than barefaced robbery, for lekin 
is not leviable on ahole owned by foreigners 
and the seizures. in questiun were made 
witbin the settled area of exemption. To
